Sir: 


I return you by express to-day the three gold Life-saving Medals forwarded by you to this 
Office on the 26th ultimo, as the attachment and the manner of fixing it to the medals are not 
satisfactory to the Secretary of the Treasury. 


I transmit herewith the letter of the Secretary of the Treasury returning the medals to this 
Office; also the letter of the designer of the pendants, Charles Schlaar, submitting his criticisms 
on the same. 


You will observe that the Secretary states that if the work cannot be done in the Mint in a 
satisfactory manner, authority is given to employ the services of a superior manufacturing 
jeweler to execute the work. If in your judgement this work cannot be executed in the Mint to 
meet the requirements of the Department, you are authorized to have the same done by some 
manufacturing jeweler. You will, however, first please obtain an estimate of the cost and submit 
the same to this Office. 


After you have read the letter of the Secretary of the Treasury you will please return it to 
this Office, with such remarks as you may desire to make.
